Over- 
long exposure to the sun will dry 
hair, and can even ble»ch ог 
streak it. When on the beach, 
wear a big straw hat or а be- 
coming scarf to avoid hair “зип- 
burn." 

Salt water doesn't really karm 
your hair, but allowing it to re- 
main in the hair doesn't add to 
your glamour. To avoid sticky. 
unmanageable hair that results 
from salt water and sand, rinse 
your hair in fresh water as soon 
as possible after you leave the 
beach. 

Your hair takes a lot of 
punishment during the sum- 
mer months. Excessive perspir- 
ation can make it oily. Dust and 
dirt can dull its sheen and the 
humidity doesn't do anything'to 
help its appearance, 

Remember at this time that 
your hair would benefit by a 
little extra attention on your 
part.
